Northern Paciiic Liner's Good 
Run From Yokohama to 
This Port. 



Columbia fvlay Be Sold as She 
Now Lies in Esquimau 
Harbor. 



Steamer Victoria, of. the Northern 
Pucllic lime, which arrived at the ocean 
docks yesterday from the Orient, made 
a very fust passage. The Northern Pa- 
ciiic liner was 12 days S hours in mak- 
ing the run from I'okohama to Vic- 
toria. She left two days later than the 
Aid Mam, which arrived the previous 
evening. The steamer had an unevent- 
ful passage, moderate weather being en- 
couirtereu throughout. The passengers 
included two Japanese in the saloon and 
US Chinese, of whom 7o de harked at 
this port, us well as 112 Japanese. There 
were 115 Chinese and live .Japanese for 
Tueomu and points heyoud. L'he cargo 
included 1,400 tons of through freight, 
including a heavy s.iipmeut of silk goods, 
tea. rice, matting, etc. The local cargo 
amounted to 1100 tons, and after land- 
ing this the steamer will proceed this 
morning to Tacoma. 

As a result of the recent proposed in- 
crease to the poll tax, on incoming Chin- 
ese, the steamers now leaving Hongkong 
will bring numbers of the Celestials. The 
steamer Indrasamha of the Portland 
and Asiatic line, which is running to 
Portland from the Orient, has been 
placed on the run to Victoria with the 
other liners to carry the Chinese pas- 
sengers. The sole reason of the des- 
patch of the big Portland liner to this 
port— she left Yokohama on Sunday for 
this port — is to carry the coolies who 
are seeking passage. 

There are now unite a licet of vessels 
en route to Victoria. The steamer Ath- 
enian left two days after tin; Victoria, 
and is duo on Friday. The steamer 
Lyra left on Thursday last. The steam- 
er Sliiunno Marti, left on Tuesday, and 
is due on the 120th. The China Mutual 
liner Otinfa is about to leave Yokohama, 
being due about the 23rd. The steamer 
Miowera, of the Canadian-Australian 
line, which is due here next Wednesday, 
left Honolulu yesterday for this port.

REDISTRIBUTION. 

The Redistribution Bill just introduced 
in the Dominion parliament emphasises 
in n most marked way the movement 
of population In Canada. Quebec, as 
wo all know, is the pivotal province, its 
representation remaining fixed at 65 
members. The effect of this rule during 
the last decade has been to increase the 
unit of representation from 22.900 to 
25,307. Ontario has thereby lost 
seats, Nova Scotia 2, New Brunswick 
1, and Prince Edward Island 1. n total 
loss of 10 seats. This, however, has not 
involved any diminution in the mem- 
bership of the House. In fact, if wo 
count the Yukon member ns an addi- 
tion, though not made under the Redis- 
tribution Bill, there will be one member 
more in the House under the new regime 
than there was under the old. The 
Northwest Territories have gained six 
seats, Manitoba three, and British Co- 
lumbia one. It may lie mentioned in 
passing that British Columbia's increase 
in population is not reflected in the Re- 
distribution Bill, the province only now 
for the first time coming under the unit 
of representation principle, and having 
previously enjoyed representation in ex- 
cess of population under the terms of 
union. In adjusting the representation 
of the NorthWcst Territories, tlie gov- 
ernment was not bound by the census. 
They have been given 10 members, 
though only strictly entitled to C. It 
may lie that the fixed delusion that tlicy 
are, and will remain a stronghold of the 
Liberal party lias had something to do 
with this generous treatment. But the 
result is a happy one, and the ostensible 
reason quite sufficient to amply justify 
it. In introducing the Bill, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier said: "We want to give the 
Northwest Territories very extensive 
representation in the House, because we 
want to make it an object for all those 
newcomers to desire to take the oath of 
allegiance, and to become British sub- 
jects, to take upon themselves the re- 
sponsibilities and advantages of Cana- 
dians." That, everyone will ndmit, is 
the dignified expression of a wise and 
statesmanlike policy. The net result of 
the changes which have taken place in 
Canada during the hist ten years is to 
alter the incidence of representation be- 
tween East and West by 21 votes in a 
House of 214 members. Canada in this 
matter of representation is very for- 
tunately governed by a mechanical prin- 
ciple which causes the political centre 
of gravity to move freely and truly to 
its proper position eyery decade. In a 
country so large as Canada., where the 
consideration of sectional interests might 
very easily become vested in the main- 
tenance of sectional privilege, this is an 
adequate and very ngcessary guarantee 
against sectional tyranny and eventual 
disruption. We do not now get fair 
play in the' West. The revenues 
of Canada are frequently squan- 
dered in places where this lavish 
expenditure corrupts the political in- 
dependence of the people at the same 
lime ns it destroys their initiative 
in developing the natural' resources lying 
at their doors. If such conditions were 
capable of perpetuation, it would be a 
black lookout for Canada, because the 
West would eventually become soured 
and rebellious under continuous injustice 
without hope of remedy. But as it is, 
fin's remarkable change in the incidence 
of representation contains a note of 
warning to all politicians and political 
parties aspiring to control the destinies 
of (he country, that they must find the 
prosperity of the East in a forward 
policy for the development of the West. 
There is no likelihood of the movement 
of population disclosed in the last cen- 
sus altering ils character during the next 
decade. On the contrary, it is likely to 
increase in significance. We refer not 
merely to the increase of population in 
the West, but also to the increase in 
the unit of representation rendered like- 
ly by developments in Quebec. The open- 
ing up or the West is likely to bring 
a vast accession of trade, commerce and 
manufactures to the St. Lawrence river. 
Canada is no longer content to see her 
inland commerce drained into New York, 
Boston, and Portland, as maritime ports. 
Every movement towards increased pro- 
duction in the West will he reflected in 
increased commercial prosperity and in- 
creased population along the shores of 
the St. Lawrence river in the province 
of Quebec. Trior to V.Xll there were 17 
members of Parliament elected West of 
the province of Ontario. From now on 
there will be 28, and it is a fair assump- 
tion that the population of this great 
country will double in ten years. From 
1891 to 1901 it increased from .527,478 
to f>92.80S people, exclusive of the 
population of the Yukon. At the present 
time it is increasing by immigration 
alone much faster than by 100,000 peo- 
ple per annum. Vet that rate would ho 
all that would bo required to triple in- 
stead of doubling it in ten years. It is 
difficult to obtain a realizing sense of 
the development the present decado has 
in store for Western Cnnada, 'but when 
wo do catch a glimpse of it, we appre- 
hend in a dim way what tremendous 
changes are in store for us.

into effect a now and almost radical 
principle of dealing with the lands of 
the province both public and private. 
If it were not for the peculiar conditions 
which exist in the province, and the 
obvious importance of giving a new 
turn to the development of our agri- 
cultural resources and diverting some of 
the rush of settlers Westward to Brit- 
ish Columbia, we should hesitate in ex- 
pressing an opinion on its merits with- 
out giving much more serious considera- 
tion to its provisions thai) is possible 
up to the present. But we have been as 
a province face to face for some time 
with a problem of settlement that no 
other administration has undertaken to 
solve, and we commend the government 
in its resolve to do something to bring 
about a better state of affairs. We 
have a contempt for the class of legis- 
lator that is afraid to do something 
without precedent, and although we are 
not aware, that any similar measure is 
on the statute books of the other prov- 
inces, or in force in other countries, n 
measure must be judgod by its adap- 
tability to the special requirements to 
be met, and in this case we believe the 
bill in question is decidedly in the right 
direction. Without the necessary ex- 
planation of the Minister of Fhannco 
which will no doubt lie forthcoming 
on the second rending we nre somewhat 
in the dark as to how the government 
propose to inaugurate (he work under 
the act when passed, but we assume that 
it is the intention to take the powers so 
amply conferred on tin' Executive there- 
by to first demonstrate by experiment 
the possibilities of success, and then to 
submit a measure with provisions in 
greater detail. Cor the purpose the 
government has in view, a land bill, such 
for instance as the Imperial government 
has recently submitted in British House 
of Commons, with elaborate machinery 
and complicated details, would be a very 
great mistake ami seriously hamper tho 
discretion which the Government should 
be permitted to exercise in giving it 
tentative effect. A competent Board of 
Lund Commissioners left to exercise the 
good common sense of its members will 
be much more apt to do the right thing 
than if all sorts of restrictions and limi- 
tations were imposed at the outset. As 
no one can fairly be expected to fore- 
see at the present time just how a mea- 
sure such as this is, or might be under 
any other drafting, will work out in 
actual practice, it is much better to 
make the provisions as general as pos- 
sible, more especially as every possible 
care has been taken to prevent the 
province from being involved in serious 
financial responsibility in any way. 
The powers which it is proposed to 
vest in land commissioners to clear, 
drain, and irrigate land and so forth, 
which we presume will be exercised in an 
experimental way, will ilo much to dem- 
onstrate how far the government may 
be justified in going in that direction. 
If it can be shown for instance that by 
improved methods of clearing land by 
machinery on a comprehensive scale the 
cost of clearing can be reduced to one- 
third of its present cost, it will mean 
the bringing into cultivation of a very 
large amount of land in the present ac- 
cessible and settled districts, which is 
unproductive, and a burden to its own- 
ers, and justify the government in un- 
dertaking for the settlers we have at 
the present time, as well ns for those to 
come in the future, what has been urg- 
ed for a long time as most desirable 
and necessary. It would, however, tie 
a mistake of policy to undertake such 
work in behalf of individuals without 
reference to a system that would apply 
generally. Hence the wisdom of the 
present proposed legislation, Not 
the least important provision of 
the hill, if it be not the most important, 
is that providing for the survey and re- 
connaissance of districts already acces- 
sible, that under improved conditions 
may be available for settlement. This is 
the most important stop that has y*t 
been taken in connection with the public 
domain, ami is a complete verification 
of tho promise made by the Premier in 
his manifesto and public addresses. It 
is what the province litis wanted for 
some time — accurate and definite infor- 
mation about the resources we nlready 
have at our door. As soon as the dis- 
tricts in the interior are opened up by 
railway, the government can turn its 
attention to the large fertile areas which 
exist there. In tin- meantime let us 
develop what we have near at hand. 
It is claimed that there tire at least 
half a million acres in the province that 
can be at present dealt with under the 
provisions of the Small Holdings Bill; 
hut let tin' area be small or great, when 
the measure becomes law the govern- 
ment will he in a position to offer some- 
thing definite fo settlers, even if it only 
be a tract 1,000 acres in extent, regard- 
ing which information the most minute 
can be afforded, with plans and descrip- 
tion of soil, etc. By dealing with tracts 
in the several districts in this way, lands 
suitable for various kinds of products, 
and adaptable to various tastes, will be 
available, and a choice presented. This 
is far and away ahead of anything that 
has yet been attempted. In addition to 
that, the government can, as settlers of- 
fer, deal with tracts amenable to irri- 
gation without special legislation, which 
is a very decided advantage. We 
have not time to discuss the finan- 
cial features of the scheme proposed, 
but on first sight they appear to 'be as 
practical as they nre ingenious. The 
government has left itself a wide mar- 
gin of safety, and does not appear to 
take any serious risks. The issue of 
hind bonds at four per cent, will afford 
a very attractive form of investment 
for small capitalists and trustee funds, 
and these will undoubtedly be placed on 
the market at a premium from the out- 
set. Of course, in any scheme of the 
kind, there will be a loss in the actual 
working, although we confess the lia- 
bility of loss is reduced to a minimum; 
and will be if it occurs many times 
compensated for in the general benefits 
to be derived. We await with interest 
the exposition of the nieirsure by the 
First Minister when it comes up for 
second reading. 



were so confided to him because the 
sources of his information were always 
kept inviolate. Hence he was a most 
useful man to the diplomat who thought 
he could gain a diplomatic advantage 
by publishing anonymously what his 
diplomatic opponents were doing. The- 
diplomat who wished to use publicity 
as a diplomatic weapon found a con- 
venient instrument in Monsieur do 
Blowitz— and so did the other diplomat. 
In addition to this, de Blowitz possessed 
the journalistic knack of, from n small 
'bone of hint or suggestion, reconstruct- 
ing the whole skeleton of political in- 
trigue, and of doing it correctly, nor 
was he only content to publish what ho 
was told, he added thereto whatever ho 
could discovered by any means in his 
power. By those methods he so grew 
into the tangled web of international 
politics, that he acquired great influence 
and, in n peculiar degree, typified in his 
own person the power of the press. This 
leads bis critic to make some general re- 
flections upon the political power of 
tho press. "There is nothing," he says, 
"more dangerous to a state than a dip- 
lomatist without responsibility, who, in- 
deed, is more highly rewarded in pro- 
portion to his indiscretion. A journalist 
may say what he chooses without fear 
of impeachment. The heaviest disaster 
that can fall upon him is the loss of 
his salary; and nothing is more foolish 
than that unqualified person should go 
up and down the world, affecting to 
govern when they know nothing of tho 
art of government. At no time in our 
history has the press arrogated more 
influence to itself than at present, and 
though it is still over sanguine, the in- 
llucnce which it docs possess is wholly 
had." In the first place it may be noted 
that the political power «( the press 
has been gained by the readiness of poli- 
ticians and diplomatists to use the press 
when it suits their purpose. The press 
has become the muster of politics 
through its utility as the servant of 
politicians. The process began through 
politicians dictating to the press when 
they expected thereby to gain some ad- 
vantage. But the advantages of pub- 
licity cannot be gained without the dis- 
advantages of publicity. The object of 
the newspaper being to publish correct 
information, it is likely to disregard the 
ulterior purpose with which such infor- 
mation is divulged. When the critic of 
Monsieur de Blowitz goes on to say that 
the press is irresponsible, that it is un- 
qualified, and that its influence is wholly 
bad, he shows n libelous ignorance of a 
profession to which from his signature 
he apparently aspires to belong. The 
press is responsible to public opinion 
in the highest and most delicate degree. 
A journalist might as well retort that 
a politician or diplomatist is irresponsi- 
ble because all that can happen to him 
is the loss of his salary or career. The 
contributors to a newspaper are anony- 
mous, but the newspaper itself is not 
anonymous, It has responsibility due 
to its character and position, which 
permeates every utterance, and which 
exacts penalties for neglect at once sum- 
mary and severe. When our critic goes 
on to say that the press is unqualified 
for the influence it possesses, be flound- 
ers still deeper in the mire. That in- 
fluence is built up by the survival of 
the fittest under it most searching and 
ruthless competition. A false note in 
the press immediately diminishes its 
power, more rapidly and more finally 
than a false step destroys a politician 
or a diplomatist, who are to some extent 
protected by the conventional safeguards 
of their professions. When he concludes 
that the influence of the press is wholly 
had, he merely expresses the ignorant 
and futile objection of some diplomat- 
ists and politicians to the curb upon 
their actions set by a quick and lively 
public opinion manifested through the 
press. Every titular ruler of events is 
subject in the last analysis to the in- 
tangible, but nil powerful restraint of 
public opinion. Modern newspapers 
have systematized that restraint and 
made it more immediately effe< live, that 
is all. 



The Toronto Globe makes the horrify- 
ing disclosure that gambling is appar- 
ently protected in Toronto. It tells the 
story of a young man who was arrested 
and punished for gambling, or rather 
for gambling in an "unsafe" place. It 
speaks of a gambling bouse existing, 
and having existed for years "openly and 
unmolested." Yet what noble, manly, 
plalnspoken, and well-meant words of 
admonition and reproof the saintly peo- 
ple of Toronto have from time to time 
addressed to the lawless and immoral 
West. Moles and beams! motes and 
beams!

The strange 
thing about Mr. Curtis is that he pro- 
poses some nonsensical and wholly pre- 
posterous method of reaching some de- 
sirable end, and then attacks everyone 
who will not adopt his method as in- 
sincere in the desire to attain the end.

"outrun," while Bacon only uses two. 
This seems to point to an inherent dif- 
ference in the everyday vocabulary of 
Bacon's writings and Shakespeare's 
plays, which almost precludes the idea 
of the writers being identical.

Mr. Smith's insistence upon 
this point leaves him open to the ob- 
vious retort that if he has handed over 
the labor interests in British Columbia 
he was elected to represent, to the 
sympathetic keeping of Sir William 
Mulock, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, and Clif- 
ford Sifton, that hardly entitles him to 
read Joseph Martin out of tho Liberal 
party because he declines to deliver the 
provincial interests be represents to the 
same tender mercies. One effect of 
Ralph Smith's letter will be to give the 
Labor-Liberal, Liberal- Labor mockery 
in Britisli Columbia its coup de grace. 
It always was a sham, but latterly it 
has become such a hollow pretence, that 
even Itnlph Smith thinks it no longer 
worth while to keep it up.

In order to effect this purpose It was only 
necessary to scad Into Canadian mining 
districts clever members of tlielr own 
unions, good bright talkers, who rihmuld 
persuade the thinudlan miner that their 
Interests were Identical.

The government here should pass 
a hill to take away the franchise from 
any miner who becomes a member of an 
•American union. Wtiy? Because ttiat 
man's affiliation will be used not to pro- 
toot him, but lo cripple tlie coal mining 
industry of Canada whenever it shall teem 
to be for the Interest of the Western Fed- 
eration of Labor to do so, and seeing that 
the liritish Columbia coal miner is willing 
to be deceived, It is the duty of the pro- 
vincial government to protect the general 
public and the Industry of the province by 
suitable legislation. I assume Mint no ncii- 
slble member of the I'rovliiehil House 
would vote against the direct Interests of 
his own country.

ment, was that Introduced by the Finance 
.Minister, ami wht-ch was given Its initial 
leading yesterday, entitled tiie SwuM Hold- 
ings Act. it has long been apparent that 
i~metalng must be done to secure the 
M-ltlcWeUC ot tlie country by the rigtu class 
of setUera, and immediate action occomcs 
imperative. 

i'jc measure tbat has been offered to 
the Legislature may be said to possess In 
an uiiuauuoy hlga degree the merit of 
originality. It La designed to meet tiie 
special and peculiar conditions of this 
particular province, and while lit is un- 
questionably largely experimental la Its 
s ope, and grants wide discretionary pow- 
ers to tlie Lleuteuaau-Goveruor-iu-uouirei'l, 
the House Is asked to accept lt as an hon- 
est effort in the working out oi the best 
pcsslule future of the country. 

There are large and undeveloped hold- 
ings in tlie province which It mis been 
ascertained can be obtained at reasonable 
test; and by ttie division of these into 
holdings of size to suit itiho necessities and 
purses of the purchasers, tlie government 
hopes to provide for oO.OOO families ere 
tlie. working out of the plan has been com- 
pleted. 

Of course there may be faults found In 
the practical testing of the means suggest- 
ed to meet a present, far from prospective, 
demand, but these must be corrected as 
experience brings them Into prominence. 

Briefly summarized tlie provisions oi' this 
Important measure may bo Dhus outlined: 

It Is proposed mat the Uoutennnt-Gover- 
iior-lu-CouuclI shall have power to create 
a bijiird of laud commissioners conflating 
oi a government official, a practical land 
surveyor and one oilier, for the purposes of 
carrying out tho provisions ot the Act. 

It ia proposed to authorize this board 
ot land commissioners where oOO acres or 
uioio land is privately hold and which can 
be obtained at a reasonable market value 
for the purpose of sub-dlvldlng Into laud 
holdings, to issue land bonds not to ex- 
ceed S50 per acre, payable in twenty-flve 
years and bearing interest not exceeding 
lour per cent. 

It is proposed tbat as soon as a sufficient 
nipnber of applications have been received 
for tlie purchase of the land upon the 
terms to In? Indicated, tlie board ot laud 
commissioners should have power to pur- 
chase sulfa tract or tracts ut laud, the 
laud-owners to accept bonds at par In pay- 
ment thereof, 'he bonds guaranteed by the 
government and bear 4 per cent interest. 

'the size of holdings not to exceed, ex- 
cept in special cases, 1(X) acres, or lie less 
than 10 acres in size, according to the C.iar- 
acter of the laud and conditions, and de- 
termined by the board of laud commission- 
eru. 

It I.s provided that the purchasers pay 
dr.wn at loiud nj per cent of Hie valuation 
of such lands In order to tie them to 
the soil, arid that the remainder be paid 
tu equal annual instalments extending i.ver 
twenty-five years, interest to be live per 
cent; but provision to be made for rhe 
1 aymeut by the owner of such holding fi 
pay at any time any or all miius in excess 
of the amount then due on Ulie land. 

The land commissioners to be paid 
cording to tho services rendered under a 
schedule approved of by the I.lciiieiiaiit- 
Govenior-ln-l.'ouncil, the same to form a 
thiiTge upon the laud. Roads and drains, 
clearing, fencing, irrigation, etc., adjudged 
to be of Bpceial benefit mid accessary to 
Hie Improvement of in,. ,.i-i I, uuder re- 
strictions imposed by the Ueuteunut-Uov- 
ernor-lii-Couucil, to Le provided for and 
charged to tlie land pro rata according to 
tlie decision of the land board. 

In a similar manner the government to 
be empowered to set apart available blocks 
of government lands for settlement and 
nub-division not lens Hum a thousand acres 
"fi r which tfjpy may Issue IioikIh not exceed- 
ing la the aggregate fifty dollars per aire. 

The government to be empowered un- 
dei regulations and through tlie board of 
land commissioners to clour, drain, irrigate, 
road a ad otherw ise Improve the land on any 
holding to a reasonable extent .the cost 
of the same to be chargeable to the land. 

Anil to have the power through the land

11 ria College and Illg'li School, Indicating 
tlie course of study therein pursued, and 
g.vlng other particulars, it will be nccd- 
uil, However, before *ucb publication Is 
produced, that a cleat decision as lo 
the nature and scope of the Instruction to 
be given in tills school should be arrived at 
and t'P't decision, when once made, should 
not be HgVitly altered of set aside. 

At present, as you aio aware, pupils are 
prepared lor the departmental Junior, in- 
termediate, and senior examinations, and 
1 expect at next teachers' examination 
to present at least one candidate for the 
senior academic certificate, tu addition to 
preparation for these examinations, book- 
keeping and typewriting are prov.ded !-jr 
nil pupils in tlie High .-Mdiool section. 

Affiliation witli McUlll University, how- 
ever, will render necessary considerable 
modllieutiou of uals course. After passing 
tiie junior departmental examination, pupils 
Willi be expected to prepare for the Mc- 
CJ ill University maticulatloii iu arts, which 
is accepted by the Kducatlon Department 
of tills province m lieu of the Intermediate 
examination; and after matriculation, tlrst 
year's work in arts will be taken up by the 
sulfcge or university department. 

Bui lt seems to ine lual education aiong 
the lines of the arts course alone I.s not 
nil that can lie expected of Uie High School 
which ought lo meet as many and as va- 
ried demands as Is possible without altering 
its constitution entirely, or dissipating its 
energy over too wide a range of subjects. 
This could be done by allowing the pupil 
to choose whether he wdll matriculate in 
arts, medicine or applied science. He 
would thus be in a position to select such 
studies as might be most congenial to tlie 
bent of 'his mind, and most- useful to tile 
career he may have chosen. A glance at 
the university calendar will show you 
that while many subjects are common to 
matriculation in all these faculties, consid- 
erable freedom of choice remains, and that 
a pupil, by Judicious selection, can acquire 
the knowledge that is usually deemed 10 lie 
requisite as a preliminary to the studies of 
ideology, law, medicine and engineering 
respectively. I do not transcribe 'from the 
university calendar tlie alternatives to 
which I refer. They are well known to 
you; and, besides, 1 am only Indicating the 
faintest outline of a scheme, the details 
of which 1 am prepared to till In should the 
board Instruct me to do bo. 

in addition to this, lt will be necessary 
to extend instruction in tiie commercial 
branch by adding tlie study of stenog- 
raphy, commercial law, etc., to our present 
curriculum. To do this. It will Le neci^- 
sary for the board to appoint a teacher 
Who shall be aide to teach not only the 
art or bookkeeping, but also to give Instruc- 
t Icn in stenography and all other subjects 
usually Included in a commercial course. 

The High School cannot lie expected to 
turn out men or women fully equipped fin- 
ally particular trade or profession. That 
Ij the function of the technical school or 
of ttie university. But It Is reasonable to 
demand that the boy who is designed for 
a trade or profession should enter upon 
his more tecSmica] studies equipped With 
such knowledge, and trained by such men- 
tal dlscJ|«]lne as may be most useful to him 
In ids chosen career. This demand I think 
could be In a great measure met by t'ae 
judicious choice ot subjects above BUggest-

Disallowed Immigration Regu- 
lation Bill Passes Second 
Reading. 



JVIr. Martin Scores the Dominion 
Governmeiit.-Standing Com- 
mittees Named. 



The nil- but unanimous ondorsation of 
the second reading yesterday oC the 
government "liill to Regulate Imuiigrn- 
tiou into British Columbia," this being 
the provincial version of the Natal Act, 
aiming to exclude Chinese, Japanese anil 
other undesirable immigrants by the 
provision of an education lest, shows 
the legislators of the proviue< — what- 
ever their general differences— to be a 
unit in insistence that this aeif-protec- 
tive measure nr.ist be allowed tu stand 
upon the statute book, unless rendered 
unnecessary by the adoption of Federal 
legislation in the same regard. To make 
the matter stronger, the principle was 
also approved of, the "bill relating to 
the employment on works carried on 
under franchises granted by private 
acts," this being another re-enactment, 
designed to render the opportunities for 
.securing employment less advantageous 
for those of the class the Immigration 
Act intends to keep out, but who have 
already gained a foothold in the coun- 
try. It was the first of these measures 
that produced the most interesting de- 
bate thus far this session, the Premier, 
with Messrs. Tatlow, Hunter, McPhil- 
lips, Martin, McBride, Curtis, Mclnnes 
and (Iilmour participating, and Mr. 
Martin in particular commanding mark- 
ed attention when he severely scored 
the Laurier administration for its per- 
sistent denial of Hritish Columbia's 
rights in this Asiatic question— Senator 
'Teiiiplenian coining in for the especial 
attention of the Vancouver member. Mr. 
Smith-Curtis made his first appearance 
of the session, and with the exception 
of Mr. I-Ielruckcn's there is now no va- 
.caut chair. 

Routine occupied tlio first hour of the 
sitting. Petitions were presented by 
Mr. M ounce, with respect to a railway 
from Adams river; by Mr. Dickie (for 
Mr. Ellison) concerning the Pacific 
Northern and Omineca Railway Co., 
and the Pacific Northern and Eastern 
Railway Co.; and by Mr. Stables, for 
the British Columbia Northern and 
Mackenzie Volley Railway. The Koo- 
tenay Central; Morrissoy, Ferine and 
Michel Railway; Kootenay. Cariboo and 
Pacific Railway, the Vernon and Nelson 
Telephone Co. bills passed the reading 
stage: and Mr. Oliver's petition, of A. 
N. Anderson and others, was ruled out 
of oiiler, as it involved an oxpediturc 
of public funds in asking for a road to 
Lnnglcy Prairie and Clover Valley. 

Hills to further amend the Coal Minos 
Regulation Act (Provincial Secretary), 
To Prevent Strikes and Lockouts (Pro- 
vincial Secretary), to further amend the 
Coal Mines Regulation Act (Mr. Green), 
and to amend the Medical Act (Mr. 
Hay ward), were introduced and received 
dirsl readings, being set for second read- 
ing at the next sitting of the House. 

Mr. MeUioic- rAovcd for a ret'trn re- 
specting the propose*! leasing of Dead- 
inun'a island, Burrard Inlet, and Mr. 
Mci'liillips f"r a copy of the judgment 
of the Privy Council re Tomey I Ionium, 
'both of wliieh were immediately forth- 
coming from the minister's interested. 

This demonstration of readiness on the 
government's part brought a reluctant 
expression • of commendation from the 
opposition leader. 

Mr. McPhillips' request for a return 
respecting the settlement of the Alaska 
boundary, passed with the ready ap- 
proval of the government, the Provincial 
Secretary remarking that the return 
•would be ready f"r the next s'ttiug of 
the House.

IMMIGRATION RESTRICTION. 

In moving the second reading of the 
bill to regulate immigration into the 
province, the Premier explained that 
this was the identical act originally de- 
vised bv Mr. Tatlow, designed to ex- 
clude unwelcome immigrants sue!: as 
Chinese. Japanese, etc., by the enforce- 
ment of an education test. All were 
familiar wilh the nature of this legisla- 
tion, and of its disallowance; he 'thought 
that all were also fairly agreed as to 
the necessity of continuing to re-enact 
it so long as it should lie vetoed at Ot- 
tawa, in order that the position of this 
province, insisting upon its rights, shall 
not he misunderstood or underestimated. 

Naturally Mr. Tatlow could not but 
congratulate the government. The act 
during its test period in this province, 
he said, had proved efficacious, and the 
opposition was glad to see the govern- 
ment determined to carry it out. 

Mr. Hunter did uot share this view. 
He could not support the second read- 
ing. Nor could he regard the proposi- 
tion as other than absurd to re-enact 
legislation in face of the information 
from the ,- uperior authority that it wi u.d 
be disallowed. He had given his word 
to the Trades and Labor Council ot Vic- 
toria that he would op'iose this measure, 
and he would keep his word. It was 
not necessary for him to elaborate his 
reasons, with which all were doubtless 
familiar. 

Mr. McPhillips suggested that if the 
government were sincere in their de- 
sire lo sc.- this law retained upon the 
statute books and enforced, they might 
well go further than simply to re-enact 
it. The reason of disallowance bad been 
stated to In' that the Minister of Justice 
considered this legislation ultra vires of 
tin. provincial 1 louse. It would be prop- 
for the government to ask 
adjudicate upon the au 
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migrants, and it had been upon his ob- 
jection in this regard that the Colonial 
Secretary had urged the Natal Act prin- 
ciple. It had been also said that if this 
act were to be allowed by the Dominion 
government, Imperial policy would de- 
mand its cancellation. This ho denied. 
Strong efforts had 'been brought to bear 
upon the Imperial authority to secure 
the nullification of the Australian sta- 
tute in precisely the same regard, and 
the Imperial government had declined to 
interfere with the rights exercised by 
that colonial parliament. With a view 
of these historical circumstances in se- 
quence, ho could not see how any man 
knowing the slightest thing of politics— 
and Senator Teinpleman was to be ex- 
pected to know something about them — 
could suggest that the disallowance was 
to meet the views of the Imperial au- 
thority, it was hard to understand. Nor 
was the Senator the only offender lit 
this regard. The press had echoed the 
same misapprehension. The real trou- 
ble appeared to be that people In the 
Fast, who are not themselves affected, 
did uot desire to close the door upon 
cheap coolie labor. One gentleman, for 
some time Minister of Justice, and now 
upon the bench, had declared that it 
would not do to legislate against the 
Chinese, else what would the lino 
steamers of the C. P. It. have to do? 
The question was not understood in the 
Fast. The evil was not appreciated. 
This was the one real grievance the 
people of British Columbia have against 
the Liberal government, and as he was 
himself a Liberal, lie proposed at every 
opportunity to raise his voice in hope 
of convincing them of their error. lie 
believed the best friend of all was tho 
frank friend, the one who pointed out 
errors and told his friend what he inns'; 
do to be saved. lie insisted that ac- 
tion must he persistent until the neces- 
sity for a provincial act of this scope 
anil character is altogether removed by 
Federal recognition of the duty involved 
and passage of a Federal restrictive 
measure upon the lines of the bill before 
the House. 

Another direct, interesting, and con- 
vincing speech was that of the Pro- 
vincial Secretary. He mentioned that 
he had had the honor of introducing 
similar legislation in the Dominion 
House, and while he had not succeeded 
in currying it through, owing to the 
people of the Fast not being educated 
up to the conditions and requirements 
of this country, he still had hope that 
Federal legislation in this direction 
would he ere long obtained. He had 
some doubt as to the power of the prov- 
ince thus to legislate, but that power 
must be assumed until it was demon- 
strated otherwise, and the province must 
keep pressing its contention until the 
education of the Dominion was com- 
plete, ami the (L sired Federal restrictive 
action followed. Mr. .Martin, the Pro- 
vincial Secretary held, had been some- 
what unfair to Senator Teinpleman in 
his remarks, lie himself hud seen cor- 
respondence at Ottawa from the Co- 
lonial Secretary quite justifying the eon- 
| elusion that the Imperial government ob- 
' jected to such legislation. There was, 
however, no advantage to he gained at 
' this period, in analysing the causes of 
I disallowance. The work for the present 
! was re-eiifictment and persistent effort 
j until the desired law was made to stick. 

Mr. MeUriue agreed that ignorance in 
I the East as to British Columbia eondi- 
; tions and requirements bad been large- 
1 ly responsible for the miscarriage of 
' such legislation in the past, and joined 
I in condemnation of the course pursued 
' by the Liberal government in connec- 
j lion wilh this question. lie held that 
such a course would not be followed 
I were, a Conservative government in 
power, this being shown by the clear in- 
sight demonstrated by Mr. Bordeu, the 
: party's leader, and the assistance he 
was rendering in the education of the 
Easterners, lie complimented 'the re- 
cent commission on the Oriental labor 
I question, also fur having done much in 
j paving the way for the increased per 
i capita tax, with which every Hritish 
Columbian must feel well pleased. 

Mr. Smith Curtis thought that the 
government should go further than re- 
' enactment in attesting its sincerity in 
this legislation. The House and coun- 
try could not hut sceptical as tu the 
1 government's bona tides when it was 
1 remembered that one of the ministers 
had declared himself against this act 
i on a former occasion, and a prominent 
I supporter did so even now. They should 
| make it positive and emphatic that they 
; uiennt business. The Japanese regula- 
tion against emigration to Canada of- 
fered no protection, so long as Japanese 
might very easily ship for Honolulu or 
' Seattle, and come here from those places 
or a score of others. He advocated 
that this measure for purpose of em- 
phasis lie made part of the Supply Hill, 
in wliieh event the Dominion would 
harJiy iL' ilLw it And if th: I) jmnu.ii 
did he would propose that the legislature 
should lie summoned forthwith to re- 
j enact, and to continue lo do so ns long

The same course was pursued with flic 
I associated re-enactment bill regulating 
1 employment uli works authorized by 
private acts of the House, the Provincial 
Secretary explaining its scope and pur- 
pose, and the only objection to it being 
entered by Mr. Ila wlhorilthwaite, who 
asked for a clearer definition of the par- 
ties it was designed to reach.

I!.v such action tie' 
province might lie up indefinitely a very 
urgent reform of conditions in British 
Columbia, as they affect the masses -if 
it were necessary to apply to the Courts 
for n determination of provincial au- 
thority in this matter, the burden of ap- 
peal should rest upon the party chal- 
lenging tin.- provincial right. With a 
passing condemnation of the practice of 
permitting such a bill ever to be intro- 
duced by a private member, the member 
for Vancouver passed to a discussion 
of the reputed reasons for the disallow- 
ance by the Dominion Government. 
Senator Teiiiplenian, in this matter, had 
been directly contradicted by his chief. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier upon die hitter's 
moving I he increase in the per capita 
tax'. This question had been a burning 
one in connection with the recent by- 
election in Burrard, and in that contest 
Senator Teiiiplenian had declared that 
disallowance rested upon the objections 
of the Imperial authority. It was evi- 
dent that .Senator Teinpleman hail made 
this'statenieiit on his own authority, and 
in ignorance of the facts. As a matter 
of record, not only had the Imperial 
government not raised objection, but 
the original suggestion of the bill had 
come from I ho Colonial Secretary him- 
self, Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, in show- 
ing the error in certain earlier legisla- 
tion specifically directed against Chin- 
ese nnd Japanese, advising that a bill 
be passed upon the lines of the Nntal 
Act, or even prescribing a more string- 
ent education test if it were deemed ad- 
visable, so long as it did not refuse ad- 
mittance to anyone by specific definition 
of objectionable race or color. Nor was 
it n fact to sav that the government of 
Japan objected to this law. The Ktn- 
"eror of Jnn"ii had objected to the of-
